4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose connecting a transistor across the second resistor of a series of three in order to develop 
a bias voltage cross the second resistor and having a second transistor connected across the first 
transistor and the ground in order to activate the second transistor by receiving output current 
fi*om the first transistor.
